|he Central Government is pleased to direct that no person shall: 


(a) ofier and no railway administration shall accept for transport by 

railway any gur, gur shakkar or khandsari sugar from any 
station in the State of Uttar Pradesh or from any station outside 
the State which is situate within a radius of thirty miles from the 
border of tliat State, or 

(b) transport by road by means of a mechanically propelled vehicle, any 

gur, gur shakkar or khandsari sugar from any place in the State 
of Pradesh to any other place in the State which is situate 

within 0 radius of thirty miles from the border of that Statci or 
to any place outside that State,
